r p H IS age of willowy figures and of daily con­ 
sultation w ith the scales has scrapped all of 
that ingloriously.

We can’t blam e a farm er 
because he did not produce his vegetables, or the 
m eat on his table. But we ought to quit cussing 
Secretary Henry W allace. He isn’t endeavoring to 
prescribe how acres shall be used but in him 
flows the blood that embodies the traditions of 
agriculture, and w hile his purposes may not at 
all tim es be clear to those on the farm, he and 
m any others, of us can recall the New Years on 
those farm s as they have been described. He can 
recall the w ell-balanced farm that on New Y ear’s 
Eve was a beacon light of hope and of cheer and 
a haven of comfort and security. We rode that old 
Fort Scott highway a few months ago. Gone was 
its w ild hay meadows w ith the sweetness of the 
scent of new mown hay.

SHOCKING story comes out of Chicago, 
w here a m other, 34 years old pleaded guilty 
in Federal court to a counterfeiting charge and 
related how she had used her tw elve year old 
son to pass the bogus 50-cent pieces which she 
made. The coins w ere gotten rid of in many m id­ 
w est cities, including Omaha and Council Bluffs, 
and the lad related that he passed them in buying 
candy in sm all stores, while the m other waited 
outside and received the change. 
The story sounds alm ost unbelievable. That a 
m other should thus train her young son in the 
ways of crim e and delinquency takes one back to 
the days of Dickens. But the world has come a 
long way since the days of which Dickens wrote, 
and this is in one way evidenced by the fact that 
the boy was sent to the juvenile authorities. 


W ith the training he shall hereafter receive it 
is probable that he w ill develop into a well be­ 
haved youth and finally into a useful citizen. In­ 
stead of running about the country engaged in 
crime, it is likely that he will in the course of 
tim e be placed in a good home and eventually 
have a home of his own. Society m ay be lax in 
m any respects, but it is doing good work in m any 
others, and the juvenile court is one of these.

TREATING FROSTBITE 


WITH SN O W FIRST 
There is an old rule that frost­ 
bite should first be treated by the 
application of snow or ice instead 
of heat. 
And there is good reason for 
this. It is sound practice. 
A part of the 
body 
may be 
frozen for a brief tim e without 
especial 
injury. 
The 
tem porary 
freezing of a skin surface is fol­ 
lowed first by a great swelling 
of the blood vessels. 
Then there 
is constriction of the vessels w ith 
tingling, loss of function, num b­ 
ness and m ottling or pallor. 
If 
the 
freezing is intense or 
prolonged, blood clots will form 
in the frozen part. 
When heat is applied, the part 
becomes red and swollen, serum 
escapes into the tissue spaces, and 
this causes pressure on the blood 
vessels 
so 
that 
circulation is 
stopped to that region and gan­ 
grene is likely to result. 
Proper Treatm ent. 


plication of glycerin or glycerin 
in com bination with boric acid or 
tincture of iodine. Another rem e­ 
dy is equal parts of phenol and 
sweet spirits of nitrous ether. The 
area is painted every three hours 
for three or four times.

The secondary redness from a 
frost-bite usually disappears w ith­ 
in a few days, but it may be per­ 
m anent or recur as a local spot 
of pallor w hen the part is again 
chilled. 
The constitutional effects of ex­ 
trem e cold are, first, stim ulation, 
followed 
by 
depression, 
pain, 
num bness and extrem e drowsi- 
This .serious consequence may 
occur 
from 
either 
prolonged 
freezing or from too rapid thaw ­ 
ing. 
The proper treatm ent of frost­ 
bite is to rub the part m ildly first 
and try to reestablish circulation 
gradually. 
Then rub w ith snow, 
ice or iced w ater, leaving the ap­ 
plication of heat to the last. 
Do not go into a w arm r(X>m if 
you are frost-bitten until the cir­ 
culation has been established and 
you feel that you are w arm any­ 
how. 
The reasons for this are 
explained below under the dis­ 
cussion of constitutional effects 
of frost-bite. 
A fter the circulation is estab­ 
lished, the tingling and discom­ 
fort may be assuaged by the ap-
